The 
vole of the eee employés was 
amounced as 9,716 for a strike and 112 
against. 

Announcement also was made that the 
elevated employés had casta big wraes tte of 
in favor of a strike. 


Men Oppose Arbitration. 

Arbitration, which has been counted on 
to prevent a tieup of the traction lines, 
probably will not be resorted to before the 
strike. The attitude of the street carem- 
ployés is believed to be expressed in a 
statement by William Quinlan, president 
of division No. 241. 

“There will be no arbitration on our 
demands this time,’’ President Quinlan 
suid. “So far as I am concerned, there 
will Be no offers of arbitration and none 
will be entertained. Of course, our com- 
mittee must pass on the question, but I 
cannot see where there ts anything in the 


tation which applies to Chicago at all. 
The city gets a major portion of the prof- 
its of the company, and by rights we 
should treat with the city officials and 
hot waste any more time with the com- 
pany’s officials. 


How Is City Involved. 

“We got the worst of arbitration three 
years ago, and members of our organiza- 
Uon are out to fight for their rights. Our 
constitution requires arbitration in ordi- 
baty cases, but nothing ig said where the 
city ig involved. The city receives 55 per 
cent of the net profits of the surface lines, 
and therefore is more interested than the 
officials of the company. We know also 
that the company can afford to pay us the 
increased wages which we demand.” 

Quinlan's statement, although he quali- 
fied it by saying that it represented only 
his own views in the matter and he might 
be overridden by the other members of 
the committee, was taken as expressing 
nearly the sentiments of the entire com- 
mittee. 

“When a strike is called it will be called 
Guick,” William Tabor, secretary of the 
surface lines employés, said. 


Hour of Strike to Be Secret. 

Officials of the street railway have been 
depending on arbitration as a means of 
preventing a strike. From remarks at 
the meeting of the surface lines employés 
last night, it appears probable that the 
date of calling the men off will be secret 
and the cars will be stopped early in the 
morning so as to tie up all traffic down- 
town In the rush hours. 

Employés of surface lines reported that 
President L. A. Busby had announced 
that In the event of a strike no cars would 
be operated.

The complaint asserts the prince has 
had many love affairs. One Jane Hath- 
away, not otherwise identified, is the only 
co-regpondent mentioned by name. On 
five other counts the statutory charge is 
alleged. The list of places where evidence 
was obtained against the prince reads 
like a roster of New York's most promi- 
nent hotels.

SEEN BY PASSER-BY 


A tiny crescent shaped gold pin and the 
remains of a black chinchilla coat last 
night solved the mystery of the disap- 
pearance of Miss Grace Bond Coney, 
the Northwestern university settlement 
worker, for whom the girl's father and 
the police have been searching in and 
about Chicago since May 22 : 

At 7:46 in the morning James Shields 
of 1140 North Franklin street, on his way 
to work, saw what he believed to be a 
body floating In the lake off the foot of 
Grand avenue, He telephoned the police 
and went on his way. 


Unable to Recognize Body. 
When the police arrived at the lake shor 
the spot was deserted. About fifteen feet 
from the bank a heavy dark object was 
floating. It was pulled in and found to 
be the body of a young woman, s0 badly 
decomposed that any attempt at recogni- 

tion wae hopeless. 

All day the body lay in an undertaking 
establishment at 642 North Clark street. 
Scores of men and women, attracted by 
newspeper accounts of the finding of the 
body, called to view it, and half a dozen 
theories were formed as to the girl's 
identity. But no one thought of Miss 
Coney. 

Ask Some One to View Body. 

late In the afternoon Detective Ser- 
geants Charles Eitz and John Harrington, 
detaiied on the Coney cage, telephoned 
the Northwestern university settiement 
and suggested that some one come down 
and view the body. 

Shortly after 9 o'clock Miss Mary Morse, 
Mrs. Melissa S. Wellman, and Clarence 
H. Daweon arrived at the undertaking 
rooms. Dawson is the young settlement 
worker of whom Miss Coney wrote to her 
sister just before she disappeared, telling 
of her sorrow over his failure to return 
her love. 

The three were told that the body was 
unrecognizable, but were shown the 
clothing and other articles found with it. 
Dawson fingered the pin a moment and 
turned the coat over in his hands. 


“Those Were Grace’s.”’ 

*“ Those were Grace's,’ he said, calmly. 

“ Yes, it's she,” agreed Mrs. Wellman, 
“but I wish Ruth Austin would come. 
She knew her so well.” 

Miss Austin, a resident at Gad's Hill 
settlement, had glimpsed an account of 
the finding of the body while riding home 
on a street car early in the evening. To 
satisfy her curiosity she had bought a 
paper after reaching the settlement and 
started to read the story more carefully. 

As she Was reading a telephone call 
came from Sergt. Eitz. She reached the 
undertaking rooms while the others were 
still there and made the identification 
positive. 2’ ‘Ci 

“I bought her these shoes in Roches- 
ter, N. Y.," she said. “See? They bear 
the name of the Todd boot shop. I am 
sure, for I know Mrs. Todd and went to 
the store because of my friendship for 
her.”’ 

Send Word to Her Father. 

Supt. Powers of the Postal Telegraph 
company was notified by the police and he 
in turn sent a wire to New York to the 
girl's father, EB. A. Coney, night manager 
for the company there. Mr. Coney re- 
turned to New York last Wednesday after 
spending nearly a week in Chicago and 
abandoning the search for his daughter 
as hopeless. 

Mias Coney had not been seen by any 
of her acquaintances since May 9, when 
she disappeared from her room at 1004 
North La Salle street. A few days before 
she had been @ischanged from the Eli 
Bates settlement, where she was working 
ae & nurse. 

Miss Coney was a graduate of Mount 
Claire university in New York and came 
to Chicago two yeats ago. She was an 
accomplished muse¢lan and had planned 
to devote her life to work among the poor.

/Health Committee Will 


Start Investigation of 
Baby Slayers. 


CHARGE OF BRIBERY, 


There were four important factors in 
yesterday’s development in the growing 
fight on commercial abortionists. 

FOREMOST was the passing of an 
order by the city, council for a thorough 
investigation of the evil 

SECOND was the assertion by Wil- 
lis C. Harvey, one of the three persons 
held in connection with the death of 
Anna Johnson, that three public employés 
had tried to force payment of $500 pro- 
tection money by Dr. Eva 8. Shaver in 
connéction with still another abortion. 

THIRD was the death in Columbus 
Memorial hospital of a woman from 
Hanna, Ind., an abortion Victim. 

FOURTH, there @grose a case in 
which @ young wife, seeking to avert an 
increase in her family with her husband 
out of work and one baby already euffer- 
ing for lack of proper food, pecformed 
an abortion on herself. This case brought 
out an illustration of the manner in 
which publicity has changed the attitude 
of hospital authorities in regard to the 
handling of abortion victims. The super- 
intendent of the West Pullman hospital 
would not admit the woman nor permit 
another operation to be performed upon 
her until he had seenpeee orders from the 
police. 

‘Council Orders on 

The city council at night ordered a 
searching investigation of the murderous 
practices of the abortionists. 

Bx a unanimous vote the health com- 
mittee was directed to conduct the Inquiry 
for the purpose of putting an end to the 
“annual sacrifice of the lives of hun- 
dreds of women and girls.’’ The resolu- 
tion was introduced by Ald. Car! T. Mur- 
ray. 

Chairman Willis O. Nance of the health 
committee announced he would codperate 
to the limit in the campaign against 
criminal abortion. 


Murray’s Resolution. 
Ald. Murray's resolution follows: 

Whereas, It is a matter of wide 
public knowledge and concern that 
the lives of hundreds of women and 
girls are sacrificed annually in Chi- 
cago through procurement of illegal 
abortions, and 

Whereas, It is also a matter of gen- 
eral knowledge that various kinds of 
drugs and alleged remedies for bring- 
ing about abortions are procurable in 
violation of the law, and 

Whereas, It is reported that various 
persons are engaged in the illegal 
practice of abortion; 

It is, therefore, ordered that the 
committee on health of the city coun- 
cil be, and it is hereby, directed to 
investigate the subject of illegal abor- 

tions practiced by midwives and oth- 
ers engaged in the said practice; also, 
to investigate the sale and distribu- 
tion of sundry drugs and alleged rem- 
edies used for the purpose of pro- 
ducing illegal abortions and to report 
the result of said investigation to the 
city council with appropriate ordi- 
nance or ordinances governing the 
same. 

Committee Meets Thursday. 
“The committee on health will imme- 

diately take up consideration of the vari- 
ous provisions of the Murray resolution,” 
Dr. Nance aaid. “A meeting of the com- 
mittee has already been calleé for Thurs- 
day at 2 o’clock and this investigation 
will be given precedence in the delibera- 

tions of the committee. 

‘I consider these crimes against wom- 
én and unborn children have reached a 
point where efforts of the council must 
be immediately directed to remedying 
conditions that make them possible.” _

Submarine Chases 
U.S. Liner St. Paul 


BY INEZ MILHOLLAND. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 
LONDON, June 1—A German sub- 


‘marine chased the American liner St. 


Paul last Saturday night right up to the 
bar of the Mersey river, where the sub- 
marine was driven off by British torpedo- 
boat destroyers. I have this from the 
captain of the St. Paul, who told it to 
Guglielmo Marconi and me just before 
we got off the boat in Liverpool Sunday 
morning. 
I don’t think it was known to any of 
the other passengers, but the captain told 
Mr. Marconi and me after we were all 
safe in Liverpool, because it was known 
that there was likely to be an attempt 
made by a submarine to stop the ship and 
take Marconi off. 
Pact of Secrecy. 

Marconi received a warning from the 
Italian consul before leaving New York, 
and for this reason his name was kept 
off the passenger list and every endeavor 
made to prevent his presence on board 
becoming known. As we approached the 
war zone rather elaborate precautions 
were taken to safeguard Marconi. His 
name was not on either the regular list 
or the purser’s books and there was a 
general tacit agreement among the pas- 
sengers that if stopped by a submarine 
we were all “to lie like gentlemen.” | 
Meanwhile Mareoni had removed all 
labels from his luggage and had given 
his private papers into my care and got 
into clothes suitable for slipping into a 
hiding place. 

Programs All Destroyed.

Submarines are 


WILSON WILL « 
SPURN PARLEY 
ON LUSITANIA 
President to Insist on a 
Yes’ or ‘No’ Reply to De 
mands from Germany, 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

Washington, D. C., June 1.—[Special. | 
—The United States will enter into no 
discussion of the sinking of the Lusitania 
unless Germany promises to observe 
henceforth the rules of warfare on mer- 
chant vessels laid down by international 
law. 

This was the principal decision reached 
by President Wilson and his official ad- 
visers at the cabinet meeting today. 

This prerequisite of further corre- 
spondence between the two governments 
concerning the killing of Americans and 
attacks upon American ships in the sub- 
marine war zone will be the outstanding 
feature of the rejoinder which the presi- 
dent will dispatch to the German reply 
to his Lusitania note. 

WHAT U. S. WILL INSIST ON. 

The rejoinder will inform Berlia 
that it is fruitless to discuss the status 


stances relating to the sinking of the 
liner unless Germany gives assurances 
that it will comply with the rule ‘of 
visitation and search of unarmed mer- 
chant vessels and of provision for the 
safety of noncombatants aboard such 
prizes. 

The president will say thatthis is 
the essential desideratum, and that 
without it all other consideratiags are 
irrelevant. If Germany will  pfomise 
not to torpedo unarmed merchant ves- 
sels without warning and without ade- 
quate provision for the safety of non- 
eombatant passengers, if Germany will 


ships without previous visit and search, 
the United States will be relie of

CONDITIONS FOR PARLEY. 
Only under such circumstances could 


| the United States properly enter into a 


discussion of the facts of the Lusitania 
case which would have a bearing on the 
question of reparation for lives already 
lost, but not on the question of immunity 
for the living. 

If Germany refuses to give these as- 
surances American passengers on un- 
armed merchant vessels of belligerent 
nationality still will bé in danger of 
meeting death while exercising the rights 
accorded by international law ang Amer- 
ican veseels will continue. to be tor- 
pedoed without warning, no matter how 
“unintentional” or “ accidental” such 
attacks may bein the opinion of Berlin. 


FIRM BUT PACIFIC NOTE. 

The rejoinder as a whole will be a 
firm but pacific insistence upon the 
president’s original demands that there 
shall be no recurrence of the killing of 
Americans or attack on American sbips 
in the submarine war zone, 
It will be shorter but even more 


taining these demands. 
It will not, however, be belligerent 
in tone or give the German govern 
ment just cause for offense. 
It will not be an ultimatum, but will 
be designed to give Germany no choice 
but to state within a reasonable time 
whether i} will give the required assur. 
ance of the future immunity of Amer- 
ican citicens and American property 
from harm th the submarine warfare 
on commerce. 

NO DRAFT OF NOTE YET. 
No Graft of the new note to Germany

As a result of the defeat in 
western Galicia between the Carpathians 
and the Vistula the Russians have been 
forced to retire on both flanks of the 
southern end of their battle front, losing 
the Carpathian passes and falling back

HOBSON REITERATES PLEA 
FOR LUSITANIA INQUIRY. 


Sends Letter to President Wilson 
Saying Germany Cannot Com- 
ply with His Demands. 


Syracuse, N. Y., June 1—Capt. Rich- 
mond P. Hobson has sent a letter to 
President Wilson in which he reiterates 
his suggestion that a court of inquiry 
be held on the sinking of the Lusitania. 
He says: ! 

“ Referring to Germany’s reply note, 
permit me respectfully and earnestly to 
renew my previous recommendation that 
you determyne the questions of fact by 
calling a-regtlar court of inquiry, as did 
President McKinley on the destruction 
of the Maine and President Cleveland 
in his Venezuelan message. 

“ The German note raises distinct ques- 
tions of fact, maintaining that the Lusi- 
tania was under British orders to ram 
submarines, was an effective submarine 
destroyer, and otherwise engaged in war 
operations, transporting men and mate- 
rials. .

English More Friendly. 

You notice this increased friendliness 
among the travelers more in England than 
anywhere. For they have never been 
loquacious traveling companions. 

Stern must have been the exception that 
proves the rule when he gaid, “ Let me 
have a companion on my way were it but 
to remark*how the shadows lengthen as 
the sun declines.’’ But there are many 
of us who fear that the story will be as 
long as the shadows if its narrator is too 
much encouraged.

The division which is advancing on Ro- 
veredo, one of the strongest points in the 
Trentino, today seized Monte Zugna, 
which dominates the town.

There is amother important movement 
on the part of the Italians on the Carin- 
inthian frontier. Just north of this fron- 
tier and parallel to it runs the only rail- 
road connecting southern Tyrol with the 
interior of Austria. The Italians have oo- 
cupied Monte Croce, in this region, which 
is only six miles from the railway line, 
and the aim of the movement is appar- 
ently to cut the radiroad at Innichen, at 
the head of the Setzen valley, tributary 
to the Drave. 


Uniform Success for Italy. 
The Italians are apparently moving for 
ward with uniform success, gradually 
conquering the groups of fortifications 
commanding the peases leading to the 
great intrenched camp of which Trent is 
the center. 

The Italian occupation of the town of 
Cortina threatems the great Austrian for 
tifications of Landro, protecting the in- 
portant railroad from Botzen to Klagen- 
furt. 

One of the most 4ifficult tasks facing 
the Italans will be the attack on Rover- 
edo. This town is protected by several 
lines of forts, some cut out of the solid 
rock and possessing modern gune of great 
power and strength. These fortifications, 
as well as those around Trent, apart from 
the rugged nature of the country which 
makes it particularly easy to defend, 
promise to make the operations costly 
for the invaders. 

The town of Gradisca has been evacu- 
ated by the inhabitants and troops, as itis 
under fire both from the Austrians and 
the Italians. Goritz, which is the key to 
the Austriam position covering Trieste, 
is suffering severely from the bombard- 
ment of the Italian artillery along the 
roads beyond Mossa. One of the Goritz 
forts has been destroyed. 


Italians Take 37 Towns. 

UDINE, via Paris, June 1.—Itallan 
troops have occupied thirty-seven vil- 
lages surrounding Cortina in the Am- 
pezzo valley. 
The troops which occupied these towns 
constitute the Italian army which fs in- 
vyading the province of Trent from the 
east, simultaneously with invasions from 
the south and west. The town of Cor- 
tina, occupation of which by the Italians 
was announced yesterday, lies sixty miles 
northeast of Trent. 


WORLD’S TINIEST REPUBLIC 
WEIGHS NEUTRALITY STAND. 


ROME, via Paris, June 1—The little re- 
public of San Marino, twenty-two square 
miles in area, although entirely surround- 
ed by Italian territory, forms an abso- 
lutely independent state.

LONDON, June 1.—The Germans and 
Austrians continue to roll back the Rus- 
sians In the vicinity of Przemys. 
According to Berlin and Vienna re- 
porta, three forts before Przemysl have 
been stormed and captured and Stry, 
south of the Dniester, has been conquerd 
and occupied. _ 
In addition to these defeats, an unoffi- 
clal report via Berlin from Piotrkow, 
Russian Poland, says the czar’s forces 
have evacuated Radom, in Poland, to the 
south of Warsaw.- 
These réports of victories on the part 
of the allied Teuton troops indicate that 
the claim made by the Russian war office 
yesterday that the enemy’s grip on 
Przemysl had been broken was prema- 
ture. 
The Germans claim to have captured 
many Russian prisoners in the day’s op- 
erations, placing the number at 53 officers 
and 10,582 men. 
On other fronts tn recent operations 
both north and south of the Niemen river, 
Berlin says 31,643 of the czar’s soldier# 
have been made captives. 


German War Statement. 

The Berlin statement covering opera- 
tions on the Russian front and which the 
Austrian report appears to verify says: 
“In front of Przemys! Bavarian troops 
»yesterday stormed Forts 10-A, 11-A, ani 
12, west of Dunkowiczki, capturing tie 
remainder of a garrison of 1,4000 men, 
with 18 heavy and 6 light cannon The 
Russians attempted to escape their fate 
by an attack im masses against our post- 
tions east of Jaroslau, but failed, an enor- 
mous number of dead covering the battle 
fleld before our front. 

“The conquerors of z#inin (a ridge in 
the Carpathians)}—the Prussian guard 
unéer command of Bavarian general, 
Count Bothmer—stormed a strongly 
fortified place on the Stry, and broke 
through Russian positions near and 
northwest of Stry. Up to the present 
time, we have captured in this region 
53 officers, 9,182 men, 8 cannon and 15 
machine guns. 

* Near Amboten, about 30 miles east of 
Libau (Courland), German cavalry de 
feated the Russian fourth regiment of 
dragoons. Near Shavli, hostile attacks 
were unsuccessful. Our booty fn the.

Russian War Report. 

PETROGRAD, June 1, via London, 
June 2, 2:33 a. m.—An official communica- 
tion issued this evening regarding war 
operations in Galicia, says: ; 
“In Galicia the enemy opened on Sun- 
day a violent fire and delivered a series 
of attacks against our front west and 
northwest of Przemysl, defined by the line 
of forts from No. 7to No. 11. During Sun- 
day night the enemy succeeded in ap- 
proaching to within 200 paces of some of 
these sectors and attacked and even 
broke into the precincts of fort No. 7, 
around which surgéd an obstinate fight 
which lasted until 2 o’clock on the after- 
noon of Monday, when the enemy wasre- 
pulsed with enormous losses.

Methods of distributing the Mexican 
relief supplies have been practically set- 
‘led by the Red Cross. Agénts of the 
atate department throughout the stricken 
districts will distribute them as fast as 
they are received.

THE UNITED STATES AND GERMANY. 
If the United States and Germany fail to reach 


agreement which will recognize American rights, and 
if this failure has war as its consequence, the cause, 
we think, will be found in a fundamental antag- 
onism. 

Americans and Germans are not antagonistic. 
The American and German systems of organization 
are, and they would be found to be so if they came 
in closer contact and more direct rivalry. | 
The military socialism of Germany is tremen- 
dously effective for the accomplishment of its pur- 
pose. It subordinates everything necessarily subor- 
dinated for whatever exigency it meets. There can 
be no doubt that the greatest machine the world evef 
has known has. been constructed in this fashion. 
The German teaching has given the German people 
a wonderful ardor for the tasks the government sets 
for them, : 

There can be no question of their exaltation in 
meeting the demands upon them. There can be no 
question of the skill of their leadership. And fur- 
thermore there can be no question of the effective- 
ness of a national organization built up of such skill, 
enthusiasm, and willingness to sacrifice. 

This is all in fatal opposition to the loosely con- 
structed British social and political organization, 
which if it were not for the marvelous quality of 
British diplomacy, would fail utterly to meet such 
competition as the Germans offer. The brains. under

FOLLOW THE BAR PRIMARY. 

There are serious, in fact hopeless, defects in 
our present methods of filling the- judiciary, but 
even if these methods were amended as far as 
Jezislation can amend them, so long as we retain 
the system of popular election the lay public will 
meed the guidance of professional judgment, 2 

It is because of this fact that both the press and 
thinking voters are inclined to follow the indorse- 
ments, of the bar association primaries. It is not 
contended that these indorsements are infallible 
or that the order of candidates in the bar primary 
vote represents the relative degree of fitness. 
Doubtless there are worthy men who fail to land 
withing the first twenty and it is no reflection on. 
them as men and lawyers that they do not. 

But there are substantial reasons why the lay- 
man wishing to be on the safe side of doubt should 
take the bar primary results as a definite guide and 
should make his ballot conform to it. Every safe- 
guard is thrown about the-primary. The ballot 
is secret. licitation of votes is prohibited. The 
men who vote have more acquaintance with law- 
yers and judges than a layman can have and by 
education are better equipped to pass upon the 
elements of judicial competence. | 

There. is no other guide except partisanship, 
nvhich is worse than no guide and should be 
ignored, and general reputation, which is by no 
means reliable, for that is largely a matter of 
publicity or even of accident.

HOSTAGES TO PBACE.

NERVOUS BABIES. 

T is easy enough to tell a nervous 

baby. If the mother is at all ob- 

servant she can diagnose the condi- 

tion. She can pass on this point as 

well as the doctor. He knows more 
and has seen more babies, but she is on the 
job all the time and he is observing for 
brief periods. 

Nervous babies cry frequently or over- 
hard or overlong. If old enough to 
laugh the laugh is nervous or excessive. 
Ths child wakes easily, Jumps at noises, 
and seems on edge. A little excitement 
mey cause vomiting. As nervous babies 
respond to being walked or jogged or 
other forms of attention they are apt to 
be spoiled. The nervous baby is apt 
to grow into the nervous child, and hein 
turn into the neurasthenic or neurotic 
adult.

What fs to be done about [t? Above all 
else these babies must be trained to 
regular habits. Feeding mus: be at reg- 
ular intervals—four hours in the day and 
six at night. They must go to sleep at 
regular hours. They must not be handled, 
admired, or trotted, walked, or put to 
sleep. They must not be entertained. 
They must live in the open air. 
The diet must be carefully watched. As 
they do not digest sugars and fats well 
the djet must not have too much of these. 
As they stand starch well they can havea 
good deal of gruel. Nervous children over 
a year old do well on vegetables and 
cereals, Meat, eggs, and large quanti- 
ties of milk are not well borne.

Somewhat allied to the nervous babies 
are those with a tendency toward convul- 
sions—general spasms or spasms of 
groups of muscles. The children who are 
very prone to croup belong to this group. 
Physicians who have had training in 
this work can test the nerves with an elec- 
tric machine, and in this way tell which

Dr. Grulee’s book on infant 
feeding recommends milk curds suspend- 
ed in arrowroot water’ But the method 
of feeding to cure a tendency to spasm is 
too complicated fora mother to work ont 
by herself. It !# not wise for hertotry 
it. She should leave it to a physician or 


nurse who has haa training in this kind 
of feeding. 

It is a diathesis which is quite amenable 
to dietetic treatment. To limit what one 
tries to do to controlling the spasm is not 
enough. An effort must be made to feed 
the child out of the tendency.

That Baron de Robeck entered the 
Swedish army ag a lieutenant of cavalry 
and thereupon obtained permission of his 
sovereign to join a French dragoon regi- 
ment under orders for America. 

Here he served under the command of 
the Comte de Rochambeau; was an 
A. D. C, for a time to the Duc de Lauzun, 
and was badly wounded. 

Returning to France in 1783, he recetved 
trom the French government a pension of 
1,500 livres for his distinguished services 
in America and, being invalided out of the 
French army, returned to Sweden. 

Falling in love with a beautiful Trish 
girl, daughter and sole heiress of the 
Hon. Richard Fitzpatrick, younger broth- 
er of the Earl of Upper Ossory, Baron de 
Robeck emigrated to Ireland: secured nat- 
uralization by act of parliament asa sub- 
ject of George III, and became, through 
his wife, possessed of all her father’s, 
grandfather's, and uncle's property in the 
Emerald Isle, including their ancestral 
home, Gowran Grange, near Nass, in 
county Kildare, 

He died leaving an only som, who served 
throughout the Peninsula war under the 
great Duke of Wellington, and who was 
twice married, the first time toa daughter 
of Lord Cloncurry, from whom he was 
divorced, and subsequently to Miss Em- 
ily Henry, niece of the third Duke of 
Leinster.

The family has branches not only in 
Sweden, but also in Russia, the head of 
which, Lieut. Gen. Fock, distinguished 
himself greatly in the Manchurian war, 
while in France the most brilliant lieu- 
tenant of Generalissimo Joffre in the pres- 
ent war and the commander who has 
achieved the greatest distinction is Gen. 
lerdinand Foch, commander of the north- 
ern. armies and head of the French 
branch of the family, |

He did not get 
any money from the company—not being 
entitled to any until he returned to 
Southampton. Is there anything in his 
method of getting into the country to 
prevent him from obtaining citizenship 
papers? R. F. 
The circumstances under which the person re- 
ferred to in the inquiry arrived in the United 
States will not in any way Interfere witn the 
naturalization proceedings, except that he may 
have some difficulty in obtaining the certificate 
of arrival which the law requires. After he is 
eligible to file a petition for naturalization he 
should obtain from this office a blank furm on 
which to make application for the required cer- 
tificate of arrival, and should recite fully in 
the application the ciroumstances under whicb 
be arrived at the port of New York.

Findings of Inquiry Into Chicago Vote — 
_ Machine Deal; Flays Local Officia 


Is 


1. That the testimony of the experts em- 
ployed by this committee and the experi- 
ments conducted by them in the presence 
of the committee at the hearings, as well 
as the testimony of other witnesses, show 
that the voting machines purchased by 
the city of Chicago are suspectible to 
fraudulent manipulation by the custo- 
dian, by the judges of election, and by the 
voters. 


manipulation by the voters this commit- 
tee does not consider so serious a source 
of practical fraud in elections conducted 
with voting machines as those possible by 
judges of election and by the custodian 
of voting machines, especially the latter. 

The voting machines are in the sole care 
and custody of the custodian during the 
period of preparation of thé voting ma- 
chines for use in election. Means of fraud- 
ulent manipulation of voting machines 
during this time were clearly pointed out 
by. the experts. 

After the elections the voting:machines 
again pase into the custody of the custo- 
dian, affording abundant opportunity for 
the destruction of any evidence of fraud- 
ulent manipulation had any been prac- 
ticed. } 

The integrity of voting machines {s not, 
in the opinion of this committee, suffi- 
ciently safeguarded by mechanical or 
other methods of protection against fraud 


Wholesale Violations of Law. 


2. That the testimony with regard to 
the substitution of seals shuwed whole- 
sale violations of the law as well as of 
the rules of the board of election com- 
missioners in the election of 1912. The 
voting machine law provides that after 
the judges of election have taken off the 
record of the votes cast on voting ma- 
chines ‘‘ thereafter the machines shall 
remain locked for a period of at least 
thirty days unless otherwise ordered by 
a court of competent jurisdiction.” 

As before stated, the judges of election 
in voting machine precincts were direct- 
ed by the board of election commissioners 
to seal the voting lever of the ma- 
chine at the close of the election witha 
humbered seal provided for the purpose 
and piace and lock the voting machine in 
its place. 

The fear of the law was not enough to 
prevent these wholesale violations, nor 
was the watchfulness of the board of 
election commissioners sufficient to de- 
tect them. There was an all but total 
absence of protection of the integrity of 
the ballot in the voting machine districts. 


Machines Branded Failure. 


3. The discrepancies between the re- 
turns of election from voting machine 
precincts as shown by the judges’ certi- 
ficates and the returns taken directly 
from the machines at the time of the re- 
count is another example of the failure 
of the voting machine to guard the integ- 
rity of the ballot. ) 

In regard to this failure it may be saiu 
‘that the discrepancies were attributable 
not to the voting machine but to the neg- 
lect of the judges and clerka of eciection. 
This may be true, but one of the defects of 
the Empire voting machine, pointed out 
in the hearing before the committee, was 
that it did rot sufficiently exclude crrors 
by the ‘“‘ human element.” 

Among these opportunities for error the 
necessity for taking off separately and 
subsequently adding the split vote and 
the straight vote made necessary in the 
Hmpire voting machine by the absence 
of a party lever, was one of the most !m- 
portant and should have been of great if 
not of controlling importance in determin- 


That the experiments showing possible. 


ing the question of purchasing the Em- 
pire voting machine. 

4. The failure of judges of election in 
voting machine precincts to fill out their 
election certificate also showed that the 
voting machine was not sufficiently safe- 
guarded against the carelessness or dis- 
honesty of election officials, and that in 
the hands of careless or dishonest officials 
the voting machine furnished absolutely 
no protection to the integrity of the vote 
cast or against the fraudulent manipula- 
tion of the voting machines by the judges. 
clerks, or anybody who had access to the 
machines. 7 


Not. Up to Chicago’s Needs, 

5. The evidence taken at the hearing 
showed that the Empire voting machine 
was not capable of accommodating the 
Chicago primary ballot. A fact of such 
vital importance in the consideration of 
the question of purchasing voting ma- 
chines for the city of Chicago should have 
been ascertained by the election commis- 
sioners before any contract was entered 
into with the Empire company and should 
have been decisive against the purchase 
of Bmpire voting machines. 

6. The evidence at the hearings, both 
the testimony of witnesses and the ex- 
periments conducted on the voting ma- 
chine, showed that the average voter can- 
not vote a split ticket on the Empire vot- 
‘ing machine:in one minute, ae provided in 
the Illinois voting: machine law, which 
requires “‘that each voter can under- 
standingly and within the period of one 
minute cast his vote for all candidates of 
his choice.” 

In this connection it must be remem- 
bered that the experts employed by the 
Chicago board of election commissioners 
and Judge Owens to investigate voting 
machines had in their report on the Em- 
pire voting machine called special atten- 
tion to the fact that ‘‘ because of the ab- 
sence of a party lever, which in other 
machines operates each of the individual] 
keys of that party, split voting with the 
Empire must be done by pulling down in- 
dividually the keys which represent the 
candidates to be voted for, and this, on a 
seventy-key board, will scarcely be done 
within one minute's time permitted to the 
voter in the voting booth.” : 


Court Decision Is Cited. 

Tt may also be recalled that subsequent 
to the purchase of the Empire voting ma- 
chine the Supreme court of Illinois in ita 
decision already cited found that “as a 
matter of fact, we find that the machine 
does not comply with the law in enabling 
the voter understandingly to cast his vote 
in one minute.” 

The fact of the machine's noncompliance 
with this provision of the state voting 
machine law was known to the election 
commissioners. It had been brought to 
their attention officially in the report 
made to them by the experts employed by 
themselves. It was of itself sufficient to 
decide the question whether Empire vot- 
ing machines should be purchased by the 
board of election cOmmissioners for use 
in Chicago elections. 


Election Officials Scored. 

7. Failure to give due consideration to 
the reports of previous investigations of 
voting machines by the former Chicago 
election commissioners was another seri- 
ous instance of lack of proper caution on 
the part of the board of election commis- 
sioners.in its consideration of the voting 
machine question. 

The uniform rejection of voting ma- 
chines which had followed the prolonged 
investigations of the previous board 
should have counseled extreme caution 
and ought to have been matter for the 
most thorough discussion by the present 


board, instead of being absolutely lack- 


1ing, as shown by the minutes of its pro- 


ceedings in the voting machine matter, as 
well as by the testimony of the commis- 
sioners given at the hearing before the 
legislative committee. | . 

The failure and refusal of the Chicago 
board of election commissioners to confer 
with the authorities of the city of Chicago 
regarding the financing of the proposed 
purchase of voting machines in advance 
of entering into the contract with the Zm- 
pire company, which is all the more re- 
markable when contrasted with the action 
of the former board, is another instance 
of official carelessness justly deserving 
criticism, if not condemnation. — 

The neglect of the obvious precaution, 
dictated by considerations of business 
caution as well as official prudence, to 
limit the initial purchase to a compara- 
tively small number of machines and to 
put machines thus purchased to a decisive 
test in Chicago elections, both primary 
and general, cannot easily be reconciled 
with a proper regard for the interests of 
the city of Chicago or the safeguarding 
of its elections. 


Recommendations of Commission. 


The commission makes the following 
recommendations: 

1. That the contract made by the Chi- 
cago board of election commissioners 


should be canceled. 

2. In view of the evidence submitted and 
the experiments demonstrated before the 
committee, the committee believes that 
the Illinois voting machine law should be 
repealed.

sience of bread making. These schools, 
which are the only institutions of the kind 
tn the country, have made Chicago the 
center of scientific bread making in the 


United States. 


Brewers Tame the Yeast. 

A great many years ago the beer brew- 
ers developed a tame yeast family, which, 
however, has many different members, 
Some of them are better than others. 
And men have traveled across the ocean 
before now simply to escort an especially 
gentle and industrious yeast germ and 
gee that it got safely into the hands of 
its new Owner. 

Most bread bakers of the present day 
we tame yeast which has descended from 
that domesticated by the brewers. But 
the Chicago scientists claim that brewers’ 
yeast {gp not perfectly adapted to bread 
making. It is too much inclined to grow 
and live in little groups. When it comesto 
do ite uplifting work on the dough or 
sponge it is likely to make the texture 
of the bread uneven. 


Self-Supporting Germ Sought. 

What is wanted is a tame yeast germ 
which ag goon as it is born will bid the 
rst of the family good-by and hurry 
away to make a solitary home by Itself. In 
that way the yeast will be spread evenly 
through the dough and the result will be 
alaf of even fibre throughout. 

One of the four Chicago institutions | 
which ig specializing in bread research | 
work believes that it has discovered just 
such a tame yeast as ig desired. Atany 
rate, it has developed a tame yeast germ 
which seerns to behave properly so far as 
the experiments have gone, producing a 
loaf of bread of even and delicate texture 
throughout. 


There Are Other Germs. 

Even when the,yeast germs are sober 
end reliable there are still plenty of possi- 
bilities of trouble before the baker. Bread, 
it ems, is susceptible to many diseases, 
any of Which may ruin a whole baking. 
Unless the greatest pains are taken, bac- 
‘t?ia floating in the air may light on a 
big Sponge or lump of dough and send it 
0 the hospital as a total loss. 

Working along the lines laid down by 
Metchnikoff, the great Russian scientist, 
one of the Chicago research workers has 
diseovered a bacillus which when intro- 
duced into dough renders it immune to 
tll known bread diseases, without at all 
Impairing the quality of the bread. At 
least that is the claim which is made for 
the discovery,

“If the salaries for positions below 
that of superintendent were increased it 
would be possible for a person to save 
up enough so that when he became super- 
intendent he would be abie to get along if 
hig bare expenses were peid.”

Scatter clover, pigweed, 
young grass, or bran mash poisoned with 
Paris green or sprayed with arsenate of 
lead in little piles on the ground. This 
will bring out the cutworme and hun- 
dreds may be killed before the tomato or 
pansy plants are in. If worms have ap- 
peared make the polsoned bait and scatter 
small quantities among the plants and 
around the roots of the pansies or what- 
ever is attacked. Cutworms can be gath- 
ered at night by the aid of a lantern, and 
picked out by day by diggirg around the 
roots of infested plants.

Retreat for Sick Mothers 


and Babies Begins, 
fists RRS 


The Tribune summer hospital for con- 


valescents will be open this summer to re- 
ceive and care for six or sever hundred 


sick women and their babies. The first 


group of fifteen men and women laborers, 


in charge of Mrs. Laura J. Collar, camp 


superintendent, left Tuesday for the hos- 


pital at Camp Algonquin to clean up the 


grounds, air bedding, cleam the rooms, 
and prepere for the first party of con- 
valescents. The hospital will be formally 
opened June 21, when about 100 women 
and chiMren will be admitted. 

The hospital ts conducted by the United 
Charities in coiperation with THs Trrs- 
UND. 

Generous portions of fresh green vege- 
tables, milk, meat, and potatoes, and 
other flesh-building foods are given the 
convalescents at Tribune hospital daily, 
together with medicine and medical and 
nursing care, and the cost per person per 
week last season was only $3.73. This 
included all overhead expense, such as 
supervision, doctors, nurses, attendants, 
new equipment, and repairs, fuel and 
light, livery and transportation, exprees- 
age, laundry, — postage, and 


fire insurance. 


674 Cared for Last Year. 
According to a report of the activities 
at Tribune hospital last summer, just !s- 
sued by the United Charities, 674 persons, 


comprising 216 women end 458 children, 
were given convalescent care at Tribune 
hospital. A total of 7712 days’ care was 
given, an average of 11.4 days per per 
son, at a cost of ce egg! eotiget inde 

At Camp Algonguin, w on 
same grounds owned by the United Char- 
ities, om the banks of the Fox river near 
Algonquin, Ill, 906 persone were cared 
for with 9,848 days’ care given, anaverage 
of 10.8 days per person at a daily cost of 
only 39 cents for food, medicine, and al) | 
overhead expenses.
